The group has been unusually quiet and very little is h#sr4 
or seen of their activity* They always talk in whispers or vary low -voices. 
Occasionally they are heard to sing as a group, indicating that they are 
conducting regular meetings within the building. They receive a very large 
volume of mail. Very often they receive special delivery packages* They 
buy food on a wholesale basis and it is believed that they have a form of 
cooperative buying whereby they may effect a savings by buying in large 
quantities. 

One of the members was overheard to make the remark in a 
grocery store nearby that the group was in XuH accord with the principles 
of MAHATMA GKANDI and. in fact followed principles set forth by QHA3EPI. The 
total membership of the group living in the vicinity totals approximately 
50 members. K© subversive activity has been noted on the part of the 
organisation by the informant. 

In view of the fact that no subversive activity has been 
noted, this case is being closed and any further activity of the subject 
organisation will be included under the heading of the main subject file, 
«The Moorish Science Temple of America, Incorporated.”
